Weizman, Tamir oppose Peres on Taba

WASHINGTON. - U.S. officials 
yesterday said that Israel is probably 
going to have to tolerate - at least for 
the time being - the new deployment 
of Soviet-made surface-to-air missile 
systems on Syria’s side of its border 
with Lebanon. 

At the same time, they welcomed 
Israel's latest statements, which 
were apparently aimed at defusing 
this most recent missile crisis with 
Syria. 

Israeli officials have complained 
in recent days that these missiles 
pose a new threat to Israel's routine 
reconnaissance flights over Leba- 
non. 

American officials yesterday were 
optimistic that the tensions between 
Israel and Syria could be contained. 
"Neither wants a real confrontation 
right now,” an American said. 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
said yesterday that Israel and Syria 
were handling the dispute “very 
carefully," 

Questioned about the Syrian mis- 
siles by reporters aboard his plane en 
route from Budapest to Belgrade, 
ShuJtz said there was a “certain 


Prime Minister Shimon Peres said 
yesterday that there is no chance of 
Syria joining the peace process with 
Israel. He said that Syrian President 
.Xssad w anted to become the leader of 
the Arab world and to expand his 
country' into a “Greater Syria.’* 
Peres was speaking in Lod, where 
he toured the town and was awarded 
honorary citizenship.

He added: “I think the situation is 
being handled very carefully on all 
sides, so 1 hope that it doesn't 
erupt.” 

Shultz is in Belgrade on (Jhe last 
stop of an eight-day European tour. 

There was little likelihood that the 
Syrians would remove the missiles 
from Jhe border at this time, U.S. 
officials said. They noted that 
Israel’s derision to publicize the re- 
deployment on Saturday effectively 
removed the possibility of any Syrian 
retreat. 

Earlier, the U.S. was involved in 
extensive "quiet diplomacy” aimed 


ar easing the tensions between Israel 
and Syria and at removing the mis- 
siles. 

U.S. officials blamed Israel's 
shooting down of two Syrian MiG 
fighters on November 19 over Syrian 
airspace for triggering the chain of 
events that resulted in the redeploy- 
ment of the missiles. 

Reports in Time magazine and 
The Washington Post have suggested 
that Israel, through third-party di- 
plomatic channels, bad effectively 
apologized to the Syrians for that 
incident. 

The reports said that Israel had 
asked Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy to explain to the i 
Syrians that the decision to shoot ! 
down the planes was made by Israeli 
Air Force commanders and was “a 
mistake.” 

The New York Times yesterday 
quoted Israeli military sources as 
saying “the pilots acted on their own 
initiative.'' 

The newspaper, in a report from 
Jerusalem, added: “In any event, 
Israeli pilots flying over Lebanon 
will now have to take into account 
the presence of a much more lethal 
Syrian missile deployment. This will 
complicate their reconnaissance op- 
erations and make the flights much 
more dangerous than -in the past, 
since Israeli pilots can never take for 
granted what the Syrians might do. 
The same, though, is true for the 
Syrians.” 

Israel’s decision to go public with 
the missile movement has made it 
considerably more difficult for the 
Syrians to back down given “nation- 
al prestige and passions,” according 
to The Washington Post. 

A State Department spokesman 
yesterday told reporters that the 
U.S. was pleased by Defence Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin’s latest comments 
aimed at easing the tensions. ,f We 
welcome Mr. Rabin's statement in 
the context of efforts to ease tensions 
in the area ,” he said. - - 
The spokesman said the U.S. con- 
tinues to “urge both Syria and Israel 
to exercise restraint. ” 

The spokesman, however, dis- 
agreed with Rabin’s previous sug- 
gestion 'that the Unifil peace- 
keeping force in South Lebanon was 
no longer really necessary. “We 
made clear [last week] our belief that 
Unifil still has a role to play,” he 
said.

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir’s stonewalling tactics over 
Taba yesterday succeeded in 
spiking. a crisis in the Prime 
Minister’s Office and in the 
Labour Alignment. The 
director-general of the Prime 
Minister’s Office, Avraham 
Tamir, argued that there is no 
point in a further round of ex- 
ploratory talks in Cairo, and 
Minister-without-Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman demanded an immedi- 
ate cabinet decision on the dis- 
pute with Egypt. 

Earlier in the day, a senior source 
said that the Israeli delegation to the 
Taba talks, beaded in the past two 
negotiating rounds by Foreign 
Ministry Director-General David 
Kimche and Tamir. would leave for 
Cairo “in a week or two” to tie up 
the loose ends from last week’s talks 
in Herzliya. 

Tamir last night said that be knew 
of no derision to send the directors- 
general delegation to Cairo, and 
“there is no reason for them to go. 
There is nothing further to talk ab- 
out [with Egypt]. All is ripe for 
political derision - whether or not to 
submit [the Taba dispute] to interna- 
tional arbitration.” Tamir denied 
last night’s Israel TV report that be is 
refusing to go to Cairo. “Peres is my 
boss,” he said. 

Weizman last night met Prime 
Minister Peres to protest against the 


continuing delays in political 
decision-making regarding the dis- 
pute with Egypt. Weizman was 
quoted by Israel TV as saying after 
the meeting that there was no point 
in the directors-general returning to 
Cairo and that the time bad come for 
a “political decision. ” In the past few 
months Weizman has repeatedly 
threatened to resign over what be 
sees as the Likud-inspired foot- 
dragging over improving relations 
with Egypt. 

Tamir said that the Israeli and 
Egyptian delegations at Herzliya 
had reached substantia] understand- 
ing on the various issues in dispute 
between the two countries. “What 
remains now is the [political] deci- 
sion by Israel. [Such agreement] is 
the basis of the package deal worked 
out with Egypt, which includes the 
return of the Egyptian ambassador 
to Tel Aviv, a summit meeting [be- 
tween Peres and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak], and the other 
issues," Tamir told The Jerusalem 
Post. 

The compromis’ - the document 
setting out the terms of reference for 
the arbitration - can only be signed 
and sealed between the' two coun- 
tries after a derision on arbitration 
by the political echeloa, said Tamir. 
He added that at Herzliya the two 
delegations had “reached an under- 
standing on all the [main] elements” 
of the compromis. 

Tamir said that if a few small 
points needed checking or clarifica- 
tion, “this could be done by [Israel's 
ambassador to Egypt] <Moshe Sas- 
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son, [Egyptian charge d'affaires in 
Tel Aviv] Mohammed Bassiouni, 
Kimche or myself, in a day or two. 
There is no need for the directors- 
general [delegation] to go.” 

Peres's spokesmen refused to 
comment last night on Tamir’s and 
Weizman's reported statements. 

Labour Party MKs were clearly 
surprised by the reaction of Weiz- 
man and Tamir to the proposal to 
return the Israeli delegation to 
Egypt. Several MKs suggested that 
the move may have been stage- 
managed in coordination with Peres 
as a means of putting pressure on 
Shamir to make concessions over 
Taba. 

Opinion was divided, both over the 
merits of stretching out the negotia- 
tions and the possibility of a revolt by 
Yah ad “We ail know Ezer and how 


impulsive he is.” one MK said. ”1 
hope he'll climb down in 24 hours." 

However, others believed that 
Weizman and Tamir had dearly 
reached the breaking point alter 
keeping a low profile for many 
months. They would not discount 
the possibility of Yahad leaving (he 
coalition over the issue. 

MK Simha Dinitz supported the 
decision to send the delegation to 
Cairo, saying that it was necessary to 
concretize the agreement reached in 
Herzliya last week. Shamir's agree- 
ment to the return visit showed “the 
beginnings of concession" by the 
vice prime minister to the peace 
process, he said. 

At the three days of talks in Herz- 
liya last week. Israel and Egypt 
agreed on a number of major points 
■ in the package deal - covering Taba 


and normalization of relations - 
sought and publicly promoted by 
Peres and Mubarak. 

But a number of points remained 
unresolved between the two coun- 
tries and some points had remained 
in dispute between the Foreign 
Ministry and Prime Minister's 
Office. The Foreign Ministry over 
the past few days has consistently 
maintained that* "no progress was 
achieved in Herzliya” and that “no- 
thing was agreed.” 

It was to iron out these differences 
that Peres and Shamir met on Mon- 
day night, when it was agreed that 
the directors-general would again go 
to Egypt to finalize in writing the 
accords reached between the two 
countries on the procedure for solv- 
ing the Taba dispute and on the 
normalization of relations. Tamir 
was not consulted before or during 
this meeting. 

Observers believe that the Tamir- 
Weizman “rebellion," which is the 
result of months of frustration by the 
two men with what they view as 
Israeli foot-dragging due to Shamir's 
obstructionism, may force Peres to 
bring his dispute with Shamir over 
arbitration on Taba to speedy deci- 
sion in the inner cabinet. Peres 
yesterday said (hat submission of the 
dispute to final political derision 
could wait a week or two. The 
Tamir- Weizman demarche may well 
force Peres to put the Taba derision 
on the inner cabinet's agenda for 
next Wednesday. It is difficult to see

| the coming weeks. The deputy 
i ;flf0nister refused to comment furth- 

Dekel’s lawyer Uri Sloanim told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that the 
police still do not have any evidence 
criminal wrongdoings by Dekel 
inuring his time at the Agriculture 
^finistry. 

Dekel will be invited for further 


questioning at the beginning of next 
week, Sloanim said. 

The questions will most likely con- 
cern Dekel’s knowledge of irregular- 
ities in contributions solicited by his 
former aide Tzur for the 1984 Likud 
election campaign. 

In other developments in the land- 
fraud case, the Tel Aviv District 
Court yesterday postponed until Fri- 
day its decision on extending con- 
tractor Avraham Gindi’s remand un- 
til the end of proceedings against 
him. The court had been scheduled 
to rale on the matter yesterday, but 
Gtndi’s lawyers, Assaf Caspi and 
Midi a Kirsch, asked for more time 
to review the charges against their 
client. 

Gindi was indicted in the land- 
fraud case last Friday. 

Caspi told The Post last night that 
“chances were good” that the court 
would let Gindi out on bail. “In the 
meantime, he’s being held by police 
under very favourable conch turns,” 
Caspi said. 

Formal charges are expected in 
the coming days against West Bank 
land dealers Yitzhak Yanai and 
Ahmed Ouda for allegedly bribing . 
Tzur.

Premier promises crackdown 
where Sabbath is violated

TEL AVIV. - Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres has promised to crack 
down on a number of Alignment 
mayors who have been accused by 
the religious parties of contributing 
to the desecration of. the Sabbath in 
their cities. This was told to The 
Jerusalem Post last night by highly- 
placed Shas sources. 

Peres was also reported to be 
ready to study a proposal whereby 
any conversions to Judaism per- 
formed abroad would be subject to 
the approval of a local rabbinical 
court, should the convert immigrate 
to Israel. 

Labour sources refused to com- 
ment. 

• The Shas sources told The Post 
that the promises followed a two- 
hour meeting between Peres and 
Shas Interior Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz prior to the meeting of the 
$bas rabbinical council. It took up 


the quesion of the proposed no- 
confidence motion on religious 
issues. 

Peretz reported to the sages that 
Peres bad promised to see that 
Labour’s mayors do no offend reli- 
gious residents over the Sabbath 
issue. He specifically promised to 
see to it that Ramat Gan’s Mayor Uri 
Amit does not allow the use of the 
Ramat Gan stadium for Saturday 
soccer matches,, that Petah Tikva’s 
Mayor Dov Tavori does not permit 
the city's Heichal Cinema to operate 
on the Sabbath, and that Haifa's 
Mayor Arye Gurel does not let the 
city’s new cable-car run on the Sab- 
bath, Peretz said. 

According to Peretz, Peres told 
him that be wonld personally keep 
an eye on these municipal problems, 
as well as on other issues which the 
religious parties threaten to use as 
grounds lor a no-confidence motion. 
“Peres is putting his own prestige on 
the line. I came away convinced that 


he is really oat to solve problems and 
not just to procrastinate. This is why 
he deserves a chance,” Peretz told 
The Post last right. He explained 
that because he had found Peres so 
forthcoming on the demands of the 
religious parties, he had dropped his 
own very hard line insistence on a 
no-confidence motion. 

He had recommended to the Rab- 
binical council that for the time 
being it rule against the no- 
confidence move. This is what the 
council derided yesterday evening. 
Shas thus remains firmly in the coali- 
tioiy. 

Prior to his session with Peres. 
Peretz was the most extreme in the 
religious lobby. He intimated yester- 
day that it was his tough stand that 
had bronght results and secured 
Peres’s promises. Political observers 
see Peretz as again scoring points 
with the religious electorate.

Castellano, known as “Big Paul, 
and his bodyguard and right-hand 
man, Thomas BiUotti. 47, were cut 
down in a hail of bullets on a mid- 
town Manhattan street. 

Three gunmen wearing trench 


coats and fedora bats pumped six 
shots apiece into Castellano and Bil- 
lotti as they got out of the mob 
leader's limousine outside a popular 
restaurant on 46th Street near 
Second Avenue. 

As dozens of passers-by screamed 
and ducked for cover in doorways, 
the killers walked down the street, 
got into a waiting car and vanished. 

Castellano, a powerfully-built, 
stocky man with a hawknose and 
craggy features, was on trial with 
nine other men on charges of operat- 
ing an international ring that 
allegedly stole millions of dollars 
worth of luxury cars from New York 
and shipped them to the Middle 
East. 

He was also awaiting trial on 
charges of ordering the murder of 25 
men, and personally killing three of 
them; he was indicted with nine 
others in February on charges of 
operating a “commission” that ran 
organized crime in the U.S. 


Police said ' Castellano met his 
lawyers in the afternoon and then 
drove to Sparks Steak House. 

As Castellano and Billotti were 
getting out of the car, the three men 
surrounded them, pulling. 32-calibre 
and .38-calibre semi-automatic pis- 
tols from their trench coats. 

One man walked up behind Cas- 
tellano, another behind Billotti and 
the third stood behind the car. The 
gunmen pumped six shots apiece 
into the two men, striking them in 
the head and face and killing them 
instantly. 

Castellano, who lived in a pale 
yellow neo-classic mansion on 
Staten Island, rook over the Gam bi- 
no family in 1976 when his father-in- 
law, Carlo Gambino, died. 

The Gambino family, largest of 
the five crime families in New York 
City, is said to be involved in nation- 
wide gambling, loan-sharking and 
drug-trafficking. 


Histadrut 
fund aims 
to beat 
recession

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut yester- 
day issued a direct challenge ro the 
government's current economic 
programme, when its new worker- 
based growth fund got down to busi- 
ness. In its first stage, the fund is 
expected ro raise between $500 mil- 
lion and $1 billion. 

The fund, dubbed “A Push for 
Growth," is to be subsidized by 
voluntary contributions from work- 
ers of their pay for three work days 
over the next year-and-a-half. The 
organizers hope to accumulate the 
proceeds of two million work days in 
that period. 

According to Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar, the funds 
raised will be doubled or tripled by 
the government's agreement to for- 
go income rax on money donated to 
the fund, as well as by careful invest- 
ment and matching donations from 
employers and other sources. 

The significance of the fund is that 
its activities will directly contradict 
the recessionary policies of the gov- 
ernment. **We intend to change the 
entire riend of the country from 
unemployment, recession and re- 
duced demand to growth and in- 
creased productivity." aid Binyamin 
Yasur. chairman of the committee 
that will channel the money that is 
collected. 

The organizers of the project, who 
include Co-op Supermarkets' Benny 
Gaon and Koor's Naftafi 
Biumenthal. are hesitant to discuss 
the exact applications of the fund, 
saying r hat the decisions will be 
made by a public committee to be 
appointed next week. 

In general. Gaon says, the money 
will be used to prop up factories in 
difficulty, to subsidize exports, and 
to create job opportunities. 

Within the next year-and-a-half 
the government’s attempts to reduce 
consumption could be foiled by the 
injection of hundreds of millions of 
dollars into the economy by the 
growth fund. 

Yasur maintains, however, that 
the injection will not fael inflation. 

Some 300,000 workers have 
already signed up to donate three 
work days to the project, which will 
be controlled by a committee of 
prominent public figures headed by 
former Histadrut secretary-general 
Yitzhak Ben-Aharon.

Prime Minister Peres and Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin decided over 
the weekend against allowing a de- 
legation of West Bank and Gaza 
notables to meet PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat in Amman this week. The 
delegation had intended to try to 
persuade the PLO leader to accept 
m Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338 and, possibly, to renounce 
terrorism. 

A senior Israeli source told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
government allows West Bank and 
Gaza leaders “to go to Amman,” but 
not “to go to see Arafat,” He ex- 
plained the decision by saying that 
Israel “does not have hopes [of any- 
thing coming of such a meeting], that 
Rabin and Peres do not want to enter 
into [unnecessary] conflicts [with the 
Likud], and [Israel] does not want to 
[encourage and give publicity] to 
Arafat.” 

The source said that “Arafat is 
inable to take decisions.” He quoted 
in Arab saying that there is no point 
□ telling hair-raising stories to a bald 
>erson, and added: “Under that kef- 
iya is a very bald person indeed. 

“Arafat understands that, in 
irder to maintain the PLO’s position 
n Jordan, be must act politically, 
lut he is unable to take a political 
edsion.

Wet today 
and tomorrow 

Jerusalem Post Staff 
The rain that fed yesterday over 
much of the country, including Eilat, 
will continue intermittently today 
and tomorrow, the duty weatherman 
at the meteorological centre in Beit 
Dagan said yesterday. 

Eilat, which rarely has a rainy day, 
had more rain yesterday than Tel 
Aviv - 4 millimetres as compared 
with 1mm. in Tel Aviv. But the rain 
will tail off today in Eilat and the 
Arava. he said. 

It rained ail day in the Negev for 
the first time this winter. “This is just 
a prelude.” said Dov Mills, head of 
the meteorological station in Beer- 
sheba. 

“If we get another 10 centimetres 
of rain rhis week - as much as has 
fallen all winter - then the wheat and 
barley will sprout in the fiefds. We 
can't say yet if this is a year of 
drought.’ but in any case the seeds 
will sprout late." he said. 

Because of the weather. Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and his par- 
ty were stuck on the Jericho- 
Jerusalem road yesterday and had to 
wait for a lift to get them to the 
Knesset. Rabin and his staff were 
returning by helicopter from an in- 
spection of an armoured unit when 
bad weather over the Jordan Valley 
forced the craft down. Itim reported.

Deputy Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino said yesterday (hat a fund must be 
established to finance operations abroad for pa- 
tients who cannot be treated here. 

The basis for the fund should be the Health 
Ministry’s budget for defraying the medical ex- 
penses of the ministers. MKs. and other public 
officials, she said. 

Replying to motions for the agenda by Shevah 
Weiss (Alignment) and Yossi Sarid (Citizens 
Rights Movement), Arbeli-Almoslino granted 
that employing that money would be symbolic 
only, since it amounts to only about IS19U million 
a year. 

But a single liver transplant at Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania - one of the world's two best centres 
for such operations (the other is in England) - 
costs $130,000-150.000. Nowhere is the cost less 
than $50,000. 

Arbeli-AJmoslino welcomed Sand's announce- 
ment that he has signed up 12 MKs . representing 
most Knesset groups, to take an active part in an 
organization he is initiating to deal with the 
problem of medical treatment abroad, in coopera- 
tion with the Health Ministry. 

She said that by rights the state should assume 
responsibilty for treatment abroad for those 


citizens who cannot be treated here. But the 
economic situation being what it is, most of the 
funds would have to come from other sources. 

She said that three medical centres - Rambam, 
Beilinson and Hadassah - have requested permis- 
sion from the ministry to perform liver trans- 
plants. They say they have the necessary equip- 
ment and trained staff. Transplants done, here 
would save money and suffering, she said. 


’ 3-year-old to U.S. for operation 

MIGDAL HA'EMEK (Mm). - Three-year- 
old Meir Zoxea of Migdal Ha'emek is to be 
flown to Pittsburg, Pennsylvania tonight for a 
liver transplant operation, now that the neces- 
sary funds have been found. 

The $63,000 collected came from kibbutzim 
in the Jezreel Valley, factories in Migdal 
Ha'emek. factory workers who gave a day’s 
pay, as well as individuals in Migdal Ha'emek, 
Aftila and other parts of the country. 

The Health Ministry has promised to give 
$ 20,000 towards the cost of the flight and the 
operation. The Histadrut Health Fund guaran- ! 
teed hospitalization costs, which amount to i 
$160 daily.

Judge slams 
loophole on 
teen marriages 

TEL AVIV (Itim), - The case of a 
25-year-old girl, pregnant for the 
second time, who sought the court's 
permission to get married, led Dis- 
trict Court Judge Haim Porat to call 
for more stringent rules governing 
early marriages. 

The case concerned a couple of 
Georgian background who wanted 
to get married despite their parents’ 
opposition. The judge rejected their 
request and called for a police inves- 
tigation into the conduct of the 
young man's uncle, who allowed the 
couple to live for a week at his house 
after the girl had been kidnapped 
from her family. 

She became pregnant during that 
week, after a previous pregnancy 
when she was 14 had ended in a 
miscarriage. 

The judge criticized what he called 
the blatant attempt to circumvent 
the law prohibiting marriage before 
the age of 17 by plotting to take the 
girl away and get her pregnant, thus 
forcing the parents to consent to the 
match.

Golan mice leap from 
difis in mass suicide 

KERYAT SHMONA. - Hundreds 
of mice have recently been commit- 
ting suicide in lemming-like mass 
jumps off cliffs on the Golan 
Heights. 

Yeroham Cohen, of the Keshet 
Field School on the Golan, recently 
observed such mass jumps into the 
Zavitan and Yahudiya streams. At 
the bottom of one of the cliffs, the 
remains of about 150 mice were 
counted. 

Scientists have explained this phe- 
nomenon as an instinctive response 
to over-population. 

The sudden shortage of mice bas 
evidently been felt by owls on the 
Golan, which depend for their food 
on a plentiful supply of rodents.

It subse- 
quently passed its first reading, but died in com- 
mittee. The Tenth Knesset applied the Continuity 
Law to the bill, but it again died in committee. 

The bill received a mixed reception yesterday, 
and at the conclusion of the debate Nissim 
announced that he wished to defer his reply. 

Uriel Lynn (Ukud-Uberais) said that the tim- 
ing couldn’t have been worse: there was no room 
for such a law so long as transplant patients could 
not finance their operations. 

Morttechai Virshubski (Shinui) said that you 
don’t perpetuate a person’s memory by means ol a 
law. 

Geula Cohen (Tefriya) asked, “When will we 
stop perpetuating ourselves?” What about writers 
and artists? Those who deserve to be perpetuated 
would be without a law. Those who needed a law 
to get themselves perpetuated perhaps didn't 
deserve it, she said. 

The bill was welcomed by Ora Namir and 
Yitzhak Artzi (Alignment) and Benny Shalita 
(Likud- Liberals). 


Progress in 
: treating 
Aids likely 
next year

The first significant progress in 
treating Aqnired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome, Aids, can be expected in 
1986, according to one of the leading 
experts in the field. 

Dr. Robert Gafio of the National 
Cancer Institute in Bethesda, Mary- 
land, told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day: “I don't want to caB ita break- * 
through, bat it wifi be tbe first dent in 
the disease that's real." i 

When tbe announcement is made, 
he predicted, it will not be “after six 
patients and five days," but after 
hundreds of patients have been moni- 
tored for a year or so. His scornfhl 
reference was to the recent 
announcement in France of a break- 
through in the treatment of Aids. 
Three of the six patients who used the 
new French drug were dead by the 
second week. 

Gallo, who discovered tbe first 
known human cancer virus (a leuke- 
mia virus) and the Aids virus, is in 
iSraef to receive tbe Shafapdf Memo? . 
rial Prize of fire Hebrew UnSverrity- 
' Hadassah Medical School*. and .to ; 
give three lectures at the school’s 
Lau ten berg Centre. 

Gallo’s isolation of the leukemia 
virus led to the development of a 
cancer treatment by Dr. Steven 
Rosenberg, who has just been the 
subject of a cover story in Newsweek. 

The initial progress in the fight 
against Aids, be bold The Post, wIB be 
in treating patients who already have 
the disease. Regarding a vaccine for 
file prevention of Aids, “we are 
working on nine different 
approaches. 1 hope we’ll have reli- 
able news about the possibilities next 
year also.” 

Gallo expressed admiration for tbe 
standard of medical research in 
Israel. But he was surprised that tbe 
new Aids test was not compulsory for 
blood donors here. “It has saved 
many lives and should be manda- 
tory,” he said. 

Be noted that tbe Aids virus was 
not infections and could only be 
transferred “by blood and by very 
intimate contact” He compared doc- 
tors who refused to treat Aids pa- 
tients to “soldiers who desert on the 
field of battle or firemen who are 
scared to tackle a real blaze.”

Israeli drug-smuggling suspect 
being ‘well treated’ by Egypt

• Yosef Tahan, arrested by the 
Egyptian police at Cairo Airport last 
August on suspicion of drug- 
smuggling, winch is punishable in 
Egypt by death, is being detained in 
“very reasonable” conditions and 
feels “okay,” according to Israeli 
Ambassador to Cairo Moshe Sas- 
son. 

Contrary to Israeli press reports, 
the Egyptian-born Tahan. 43, of 
Ashdod has been regularly visited by 
Israeli diplomats since his incarcera- 
tion. He is visited as “much as neces- 
sary,” said Sasson. Tahan has been 
allowed “to send a letter to bis family 
and to receive a letter and other 
things.” . 

Sasson added that he has asked 
fiie Egyptian authorities about the 
status of proceedings against Tahan. 
following the recent publication in 
Al-Akhbar that he is to be tried on 


drug charges. Sasson said that he ba$ 
not yet been officially informed 
whether Tahan is to be charged. 

The Israeli press yesterday re- 
ported that the chief rabbi of 
Asbdod’s Karaite community. Haim 
Levy, has set up a public committee 
to help Tahan. The committee is 
headed by Ashdod deputy mayor 
Uri Mor- Yosef, according to the 
reports. 

Yosef Tab an ’s wife Violet was 
quoted in press reports yesterday as 
saying that she has not heard from 
her hosband since his arrest on Au- 
gust 18. Taban arrive in Cairo from 
New Delhi where, Egyptian author- 
ities allege, he picked up 1.5 kilo- 
grams of heroin, which he was to 
have given to an Egyptian contact. 

Tahan reportedly immigrated to 
Israel in 1962. He was arrested in 
Germany in 1981 on drug charges 
and spent a year and a half there in 
prison. He has four children. 


Geriatrics likely to receive 
$12.5m. Nil care package

A total $12.5 million of the $80 
million that has accumulated in the 
National Insurance Institute for the 
care of tbe elderly is likely to be 
spent on increasing the number of 
hospital beds for geriatric patients 
and providing more- nursing and 
'Community care for them. - 

The decision to release the 
$12. 5m. was made -yesterday in the 
office of Health Munster Mordechai 
Gur, who brought together T reasury 
officials and NH director Nissim 
Baruch. The decision follows a five- 
year running argument among the 
Treasury, the Health Ministry and 
the Social Affairs Ministry concern- 
ing the use of the accumulated funds. 

The only stumbling block now is 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i, 
on whose desk the proposal has been 
sitting for the last two weeks. Some 
Health Ministry official* fear that 
Moda’i intends to hold it up because 
he is angry at the ministry for deman- 
ding money for hospitals in recent 
weeks. 

But a senior Treasury source told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
Moda'i intends to meet this week 
with Baruch and other officials on 
tbe proposal. There is no intention. * 


the source asserted, of holding up 
the aid to the elderly. 

A senior official in the Social 
Affairs Ministry told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that, unless Moda'i 
agrees to the proposal within two 
weeks, the matter will be brtiught to 
•the full cabinet for discussion. 

. Since the Knesset passed the 
necessary legislation in 1980, 0.2 per 
cent has been deducted from every 
worker's salary for the fund for the 
elderly and collected by the Nil. 
'Nothing was done with the money 
because of disagreements among the 
various authorities. 

The crisis earlier this year, in 
which elderiy patients were shunted 
out of geriatric hospitals into other 
institutions due to lack of funds, 
created the impetus for the new 
agreement, according to the Health 
Ministry. Also, it is widely known 
that 850 beds are needed immediate- 
ly by the elderly in geriatric institu- 
tions. 

The Ministerial Committee on 
Legislation must, after Moda'i’s 
approval, frame the proposal is tbe 
form of an amendment to the law. 
After this is passed by the Knesset, 
some 1,000 geriatric beds will be 
added to the system; other futilities 
will be provided gradually. . ■

Tiberias neighbourhood may stand on graveyard 


TIBERIAS (Itim). - The bones in 
ancient cemeteries continue to haunt 
the residents of this town. 

The Maimuni neighbourhood 
here is in an uproar over tbe possibil- 
ity that the entire area may be built 
on an ancient Jewish cemetery. Just 
two months ago the Ganei Hamat 
Hotel here completed $1. 8 million 
worth of renovations necessitated by 
rabbinical claims that it was built on 
a cemeteiy . 

Several days ago a sign forbidding 
entrance to cohonim (members of 
the priestly caste) went up next to a 
kollel in the neighbourhood. This 
warning of impurity was prompted 
by tbe accidental discovery of human 


remains in an excavation next to the 
kollel for a mikve. 

Rabbi Mahlouf IdatLof the 
Maimuni neighbourhood said that if 
it turns out that it is built on top of a 
Jewish cemetery, the residents may 
have to evacuate the area or build 
chambers under their houses that 
would separate them from the im- 
purity below. 

Several cohanim in tbe neighbour- 
hood are already considering mov- 
ing to another part of town.

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Recession in building- industry 
leaves Acre steel mill idle

HAIFA. - The depressing sight t$f 
the giant rolling mill at Acre’s “Steel 
City” (Kiryat Hapladab) standing 
idle has become a fact of everyday 
life at the factory lately. 

Workers who would normally 
man the machinery have instead 
been given maintenance jobs to tide 
them over until the mill resumes 
operation. 

“Its the sort of sight that makes 
you want to cry. Millions of dollars 
worth of equipment just standing 
there doing nothing,” said Moshe 
Grinstein. a member of the factory 
works'committee. 

The temporary closure of the roll- 
ing mill, for up to 10 days every 
month, is the firm’s way of cutting 
production, in line with the reduced 
demand resulting from the recession 
in the construction industry. 

It is hardly surprising against this 
background, that the Industry and 
Trade Ministry's decision to allow 
the import of 10,000 tons of rolled 
steel from abroad created a furore in 
the North. 

According to the company's man- 
aging director, Uri Baratson, the 
rolling mill at the Steel City plant is 
only operating at half capacity. The 
import of foreign steel at “dumping 
prices” therefore serves merely to 
exacerbate an already serious situa- 
tion. 

He noted that the firm had sold 
141 ,000 tons of rolled steel this year. 
Production capability at the Steel 


City and Kiryat Gat plants, howev- 
er, is 300,000 tons a year. 

“To prevent building up huge' 
stqcks. we have been forced to cut 
production. We have also reduced 
the number of work shifts from three 
to one at the Kfryat Gat factory and 
to one-and-a-half at our Acre 
plant,” he said. 

Baratson maintained that 10,000 
tons of roiled steel represents nearly 
a month's production at the reduced 
output level. He warned that if, the . 
imported steel arrives, he would 
have to send about 100 of the firm's 

550 employees on a month s leave. 

“Apart from the obvious produc- 
tion loss to the company, such a 
move would affect the workers, who 
would receive only half their normal 
salaries,” he said. 

According to business sources, 
foreign imports represent a serious 
threat to the survival of some Israeli 
firms, especially those in Haifa and 
the North where the emphasis is on 
heavy industry, itself in a depressed - 
state. 

The arrival of susidized foreign 
goods on the local market, even in 
relatively small quantities, might be 
enough to tip the economic scales of 
some precariously balanced com- 
panies the wrong way, the sources 
said. 

Workers at the Steel City factory 
bold similar views. “I cannot under- 
stand the government’s motive in 
allowing the import of such goods as ' 
steel, cement, pipes and fertilizers/' 
said Moshe Grinstein. 


'‘With industry, particularly in this 
area, in such a depressed state, the 
government's attitude is simply illo- 
gical. On die one hand they tell the. 
public to buy blue and white, while 
allowing the import of foreign goods 
on the other. 

“We are doing all we can to help our 
own company at this stage by not 
replacing workers who leave, and 
assisting the transfer of employees 
from one job to another to avoid 
dismissals. The Trade Ministry will 
undermine an our efforts if it con- 
tinues to allow these imports." be 
said. 

Grinstein noted that other coun- 
tries, throughout Europe, in Japan 
and in America, had adopted a pro- 
tectionist attitude towards their steel 
industry and would not countenance 
cheap imports. 

Yet Israel, which probably has 
more to lose by spending valuable 
foreign currency on imports, con- 
tinues to leave the gates open to 
foreign companies, he added. 

The workers reacted by demon-, 
strating outside the Industry and 
Trade Ministry's offices in Jerusalem 
on Monday, demanding the can- 
cellation of the import licence and 
assurances that no more would be 
granted. 

The employees, who see such im- 
ports as a direct threat to their liveli- 
hood, were simply telling Minister 
Ariel Sharon not to create unem- 
ployment. 

The ministry's spokesman said at 
the time that the import represented 





only 5 per cent of demand and con- 
stituted an experiment to help re- 
duce prices in the monopoly indus- 
try. 

But Baratson dismissed this ex- 
planation. He stressed that the 
ministry itself controls the price of 
steel and could order a reduction if it 
.so wished. 

Nevertheless, the employees were 
assured that the import licence did 
not represent a change of policy, and 
that no others would be issued. 

Baratson said there was probably 
no legal way of cancelling the import 
licence at this stage, so the firm and 
the workers would just have to 
“sweat it out” when the time came. 

Meanwhile, the company is plan- 
ning to diversify its range of products 
to counter the recession in the build- 


ing industry, he added. 

Foreign steel is not the only im- 
port threat to industry in the North. 
On Monday the Haifa Labour Coun- 
cil cabled a protest to Sharon over 
the ministry's decision to allow the 
importation of 10,000 tons of nitrate 
fertilizer from Rumania, also at 
“dumping prices.” 

Council secretary Moshe Wen- 
man said the amount equalled 12 per 
cent of the annual nitrate fertilizer 
production capacity of the Haifa 
Fertilizers and Chemicals factory. 

Wertman warned Sharon that if 
the ministry continues to allow im- 
ports of foreign goods like fertilizers 
and steel, the council would initiate a 
campaign with stevedores in Haifa, 
Ashdod and Eilat to prevent unload- 
ing the products. 


62 people chase!8 posts in tomorrow’s Histadrut poll

TEL AVIV. - To the general public, tomor- 
row’s elections to the Histadrut central com- 
mittee appear to be a matter of supreme 
indifference. To the 62 contenders for the 18 
vacant posts, however, political and profes- 
sional careers are at stake. The losers could 
well find themselves sliding quickly down the 
labour hierarchy. 

The competition is fierce, and tension stalks 
the corridors of the Histadrut headquarters. 
The bloated central committee may not be the 
body of influence it once was, but it is still the 
pinnacle of labour power. Intensive jockeying 
for position has been in progress ever since the 
Histadrut convention early last month. 

For the first time, half of the committee 
members ( 18 out of 37) will be elected by direct 
and secret ballot in the central committee of 
the Labour Party. It is no longer sufficient for 
the candidates to impress the secretary-general 
or a small appointments committee; their fate 
is in the hands of the 1,000-odd members oftbe 
party central committee." 

Only Histadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar remains above the fray. Frustrated in 
his efforts to reduce the size of the central 


committee, Kessar is now concentrating on 
formulating a system of sub-committees 
which , he hopes, will give that bloated commit- 
tee some semblance of efficiency. The actual 
running of the Histadrut will be in the hands of 
a small inner cabinet, probably comprising the 
six members of the Histadrut team in the 
trilateral National Economic CouscH. 

Tomorrow’s voting will be for candidates in 
six categories: trade union secretaries , labour 
council secretaries, national works, committee 
heads, Arabs. Druse and “others." 

Most of the disappointments will come in the 
latter category, in which 26 candidates are 
vying for four slots, one of which must be 
occupied by a woman and another by a youn- 
ger member. Many of the leading lights in the 
Histadrut bureaucracy are counted among the 
“others,” including Meir Gat of the trade 
union department. Monya Admati of the work 
committee department, and Yitzhak Okek of 
Hapoel. The woman with the best prospects is 
said to be Sarah Alspector, who was widely 
praised, for her organization of the local cOn? 
ventions that preceded- rite Histadrut cphveo:., 
lion. • • • ■ ;■ ; 4 ; V .. •. 

The second largest category is that of nation- 
al works committee heads, with 17 candidates 
contesting four places, one of which must go to 


a woman. The electioneering here has been 
pure power politics, with the candidates in- 
cluding such tough in-fighters as Yoram Over- 
kovich of the Electric Corporation, ShJomo 
.Avjtan of the marine ratings, and Shlomo 
Habshousb of Military Industries. Over- 
kovich, a member of the current central com- 
mittee who has the strong support of trade 
union department Chairman Haim Haberfeld, 
is a fairly safe bet. 

Of the beads of the labour councils in the 
major cities, only Jerusalem’s Nissan Hgrpaz is 
standing for elections. Tel Aviv's Teddy Kauf- 
man refused to stand on the grounds that the 
Tel Aviv labour council, being the country's 
largest, should be represented automatically . 
It remains to be seen whether Kessar is of the 
same opinion. Of the four seats available, one 
will go to a woman and the other will most 
likely go to the only youngster in the group, 
Manirie Weizman of Ness Ziyona. 

Eight of the country's most powerful labour 
leaders are contesting the trade union categ- 
ory, among tiiem ReuvenBen-Amroftbe Civil 
Servants’ Union, Moshe Beit-Degan, incom- 
ing head of the Clerical Workers’ Union, and 
Yitzhak Gfiadi of the Electricians’ and Metal- 
workers’ Union. Two seats will go to the men. 


one to a youth member and one to a woman. - 
probably Amira Adrianov of the Textile 
Workers' Union. 

One member will be chosen in each of the 
final two categories, Arabs and Druse. Among 
the candidates are Mussalah Neif of Kafr Kara. 
Sal ah Halabi of Daliat aJ-Carmel and Man sour 
Kemal of Usfiya. 

Mapam has already chosen its six central 
committee members. The faction will be 
headed by Dov Peleg. who replaces the out- 
going Naftali Ben-Moshe. with the other mem- 
bers being Ephraim Jiloni, Gavshon Vjian. 
Raya Ratig. • Avraham Ahi-Ezra and 
Mahmoud Younnis. 

Current members of the central committee 
are aggrieved at having to contend against 
virtual upstarts. “I’ve spent four years working 
for the movement, but that counts for nothing 
when it comes to elections,” complained one. 

The placing of the decision in the hands of 
the Labour Party's central committee has 
changed the rules of the game. For the first 
time; the- prospective representatives of the 
workers havehadto actually meet a wide range 
of party power brokers and canvass their votes. 
In the long run that can only mean more 
responsible leadership. 


Reunion of the illegal broadcasters

Forty years ago, the broadcasters 
of the competing Jewish under- 
grounds wouldn't have been caught 
dead together, let alone sharing a 
microphone. 

Mellowed by time, former ene- 
mies were cordial to eat* other when 
they came together this week to 
reminisce about their roles in the 
propaganda war against the British 
Mandate. 

Announcers with no training in 
broadcasting techniques and unqual- 
ified radio technicians with amazin g 
talents for improvisation recalled 
how they kept just one step ahead of 
the British, operating with the aid of 
shoebox transmitters out of hastily 
constructed studios, the addresses of 
which changed with every broadcast. 

Kol Yisrael. as part of the 50th 
anniversary celebrations of Hebrew 
broadcasting, organized the meeting 
of clandestine broadcasters to do 
justice to a segment of broadcasting 
history that has never been properly 
documented. 

Sitting side by side on stage at the 
Jerusalem Plaza Hotel were the 
announcers and news-readers whose 
voices brought hope and vital in- 
formation to the residents of the 
Yishuv in the turbulent years pre- 
ceding the establishment of the 
state. . 

The mobile “stations" of the 
Hagana. Jrgun Zvai Leumi and 


Lohamei Herat Yisrael competed 
with the British tad each other to 
reach fee ears of the Yishuv. Nor 
every household had a radio, so 
people flocked to the homes of rela- 
tives and friends to listen. Passersby, 
anxious to catch transmissions, 
would stop near windows that were 
deliberately left open. 

When Munia Adam joined the 
Hagana station in 1940, two years 
after it began broadcasting, be came 
up with a device James Bond would 
appreciate. Adam had an old- 
fashioned bellows camera with a 
compartment in the back in which he 
pfciffld a miniature transmitter. TTie 
British never suspected him. 

The most famous illicit broadcas- 
ter of them all, Tehiya Knesset 
Member Geula Cohen, took over 
the microphone from Yitzhak Sha- 
mir (today vice premier), who laun- 
ched the first Lehi broadcast. Some 
time later, the British traced the 
source of the transmission, broke 
into the improvised studio in Tel 
Aviv’s Hashomer Street and 
arrested "Cohen. 

She was sentenced to nine years in 
jail. After a year and four months, 
she escaped via Abu Ghosh, dis- 
guised as an Arab. She then dyed her 
hair blonde to fofl the British. Two 
weeks later, she was back at toe 
microphone. Her opening remark 
was, “I stand here as a blonde but 
speak as a raven. " 

On his release from the Lamm 


prison, Hagana broadcaster E lk a n a 
Gali, who later became an aide to 
David Ben-Gurion, was advised by 
the British military commander to, 
follow the example of neighbouring 
Trappist monks. Gali did exactly the 
opposite, especially on Sundays, 
when he broadcast in’ E n g l ish. “I 
used to enjoy talking to the British 
while they were looking for me,” he , 
chuckled. 

The last underground broadcast 
was made by Ben-Gurion himself, 
when he declared the establishment 
of the State of Israel. 

His voice, along with those of 
underground broadcasters Yossi 
Yadin, Shmuel Tamir, Etiezer 
Shmueii, Arie Avner. Moshe Sha- 
mir, Katriel Katz. Shulamit KatzneT 
son and others will be heard on Israel 
Radio in a special broadcast on Inde- 
pendence Day. 
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Boy murdered ‘by 
underworld court’ 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Tzabi Ben* 
Aziz, 16. died in hospital here 
yesterday, after being shot in the 
head Monday night. The police be- 
lieve he may have been the victim of 
an “underworld execution.” 

Ben- Aziz was found lying in a pool 
of blood in Jaffa, evidently shot at 
close range. The police have 
arrested three suspects, and believe 
the killing may be a result of a 
dispute between criminals who de- 
cided to “sentence" the boy to 
death. 

Ben-Aziz had been knifed in the 
back last week, but fled from the 
Rokah Hospital when police attemp- 
ted to question him. 

Another Jaffa resident, 25-year- 
old David Edri. was found lying on 
the street, with knife wounds in the 
stomach, an hour after Ben-Aziz was 
discovered. Police are investigating 
if there is a link between the cases" 
Edri’s condition yesterday was de- 
scribed as “good” by the hospital 
where he is being treated. 

Course for drop-outs 
threatened by cuts 

Dozens of youth workers demons- 
trated outside the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs in Jeru- 
salem yesterday to protest against its 
decision to cancel travel allowances 
for problem youth taking part in a 
work -study programme. 

“This is the last chance" for these 
young people, one of the demonstra- 
tors said of the programme, in which 
about 1,000 school drop-outs aged 
14-17 take part. These youngsters, 
who would otherwise be on the 
streets, study one day a week in an 
Amal vocational school and work in 
IDF bases or in other public institu- 
tions the rest of the week. 

The protesters said that, without 
the daily travel allowance, the 
youngsters will be forced to leave the 
programme, since their families 
can’t afford the expense. 

The cut was made by the ministry 
as an economy measure. (Itim) 

Christmas pudding 
In Jerusalem 

There is little chance of a white 
Christmas in Jerusalem this year, but 
those who long for traditional holi- 
day fare wiU be able to sample 
Christmas pudding in at least three 
locations. 

This mixture of suet, flour, 
crumbs, dried fruit and eggs is boiled 
for six hours, with another few hours 
->f boiling before it is served. 

Of the places serving Christmas 
pudding in Jerusalem, only the East 
Jerusalem YMCA has said that pud- 
dings may be ordered in advance. It 
will also be served in the Y’s new 
restaurant on Christmas Eve, Christ- 
mas Day and Boxing Day (Decem- 
ber 26). 

Boxing Day is the one time that 
guests will be able to taste the Christ- 
mas pudding of the West Jerusalem 
YMCA. The pudding, which is 
soaked with brandy and brought 
flaming to the cable, will be the p&ce 
de resistance of its traditional Boxing 
Day dinner, which features turkey 
and stuffing for the main course. 

Holiday fare, including Christinas 
pudding, will also be on the menu of 
the American Colony Hotel, which 
is featuring goose for the main’ 
course on Christmas Eve. and turkey 
on Christmas Day. h.S. 


High-school teachers 
demand wage talks 

Teachers* salaries have eroded by 
some 50 per cent since the govern- 
ment began its economic recovery 
programme. Secondary School 
Teachers Association head Shosha- 
na Bayer charged yesterday. 

Bayer has asked Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and Education Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Navon to pressure the 
Treasury to discuss wage issues be- 
fore the wage freeze expires in April. 

Bayer said that in addition to the 
30 per cent erosion in wages suffered 
by the general public, teachers have 
had to defer a 5.S per cent increase 
guaranteed by the Etzioni agree- 
ment. were not granted a 7.5 per 
cent parity bonus that was paid to the 
public sector, and deferred a further 
1.9 per cent erosion bonus. 

Treasury officials respond that the 
teachers are taking figures that 
favour their cause, but are not in- 
dicators of wage erosion. 

Navon has demanded that the 
Treasury begin negotiations with the 
teachers, but has also asked the 
teachers to call off their sanctions.* 
Teachers have not been grading 
tests, issuing report cards or attend' 
ing meetings. j ^ 

State regards ‘est’ 
as a mystical cult 

The attorney-general’s office 
yescerday described esc. the 
California-based self-realiz3iion 
group, as a “secretive, mystical, 
quasi-religious organization that 
arouses concern in Israel and 
throughout the world.” 

This statement was submitted 
yesterday to the High Court of Jus- 
tice in reply to a petition by the est 
Israel Centre objecting to the inclu- 
sion of the organization in a list of 
religious cults to be released by an 
inter-ministerial committee. The 
committee, formed three years ago 
by the Education Ministry- was 
charged with studying religious cults 
in Israel and alerting the public to 
their dangers. 

The attorney-general’s statement 
argued that the committee did not 
exceed its authority by including est 
in the list of religious cults, since it is 
“characterized by quasi-religious 
therapeutic tendencies like rhose of 
other mystical sects." 

These" assertions were denied by 
est, represented by MK Ehud 
Olmert , who claimed that the orga- 
nization was not allowed to present 
its views to the inter-ministerial com- 
mittee. (Itim) 

Aid for hard-of-hearing 
put on public phones 

A special amplifier for the hard- 
of-hearing was installed yesterday in 
five public telephones in busy spots 
in Tel Aviv. Bezek, the public tele- 
communications company, installed 
the devices for the convenience of 
those who have trouble hearing over 
a regular phone. 

The device includes a dial that 
raises or lowers the volume of the 
sound coining through the ear-piece. 
During a short trial period. Bezek 
will decide whether to install the 
derices around the country. 

Bezek placed the amplifiers in two 
phone booths on Rehov Ben Yehu- 
da near Mograbi Square, and three 
in the Dizengoff Passage. Appropri- 
ate signs were posted. 

There is no extra charge for the 
use of the special phones. Phone 
subscribers can buy the amplifier for 
their home phones for 1S13.200.

Technion losing senior computer staff to U.S.

HAIFA. - Israel’s computer future 
is moving to the U.S. with a massive 
brain drain from the Technion’s 
computer sciences faculty, whose 
staff are accepting more lucrative 
posts in American universities and 
industry - 

The dean of the faculty. Prof. 
Azaria Paz, noted in a memorandum 
to the Universities Grants Commit- 
tee that, during the past two years, 
10 senior faculty members bad left 
for highly paid, senior positions in 
the U.S. They included an American 
immigrant who decided to return 
home after two years at the Techn- 
ion, “because we are unable to pay 
1 the minimum needed for decent liv- . 
1 ing.” Another was an Israeli- who 
had studied in Use U.S., returned 
here and then Jeff again. 

AH the emigres had doctorates in ' 
computer sciences, Paz told The 
Jerusalem Post . 

Half the present faculty of 28 have 


asked for a year's leave of absence to 
work in the U.S. Their requests have 
been turned down. 

Paz stressed chat those who left 
were all of top rank and now hold 
-senior positions in computer facul- 
ties at weD-known American univer- 
sities, or bead research departments 
in such firms as IBM and Digital. 

“The Technion cannot compete 
with American salaries, or even 
those in industry, and we all accept 
that. But when no senior faculty 
member can live on his wages, the 
situation is intolerable and augurs 
very badly for our computer and 
artificial intelligence future, because 
these experts teach the new genera- 
tion of engineers and scientists,” he 
said, 

A senior lecturer was making S500 
to $500 net a month, after years of 
service, “which they are too 
.ashamed even to talk about with 
colleagues outside,” Paz said. 

The teacher-student ratio in the 


computer faculty has reached an 
“intolerable" level of 1 :40 as against 
1:10 in the advanced countries, Paz 
stated. Even with this high ratio, 
only 100 of the 500 candidates for 
undergraduate study could be admit- 
ted this year, for lack of lecturers. At 
least half of the 400 turned away were 
good enough for admittance. 

The long-term solution, he said, 
was to create “awareness that first- 
rate academic staff must be given a 
decent wage." 

But until the country could afford 
to pay such salaries, he proposed 
attracting bright young teachers, by 
offering a large incentive grant, in 
the $20,000 range to enable them to 
establish themselves. After three 
years the grant would be written off. 

For senior staff, already estab- 
lished, he proposed additional fund- 
ing, of about one-third their present 
salary, to enable them to carry out 
research and encourage them to stay 
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About 1,000 pistols are stolen 
each year, with many of them finding 
their way into the bands of criminals 

Interior Ministry De- 
puty Director-General Ya'acov 
Markovitz said yesterday. 

Speaking at a press conference in 
Jerusalem to announce stiffer gun- ' 
licensing regulations, Markovitz 
noted that there are dow 148.000 
band-guns and 60,000 other 
weapons held by individuals or in- 
stitutions — an increase of 10 per cent 


over the last two years. 

He said that there has been a 
“tremendous” increase in the ap- 
plications for gun licences, but more 
than 50 per cent of them are^ turned 
down on various grounds. The 
minis try is now tracking down sever- 
al hundred gun owners who are 
believed by the Health Ministry to 
be mentally disturbed. 

Markovitz linked the rise in gim 
ownership with an increase in 
suicides, accidental gunshot 


wounds, and with a general rise in 

violenceinsodety. 

The new regulations, to taxe 
effect in 1986, would require appli- 
cants to take a weapons refresher 
course at their own expense, ana 
would limit ownership of huntrng 
rifles only to those with hunting 
permits issued by the Nanue Re- 
serves Authority. Permits for 
rifles will no longer be issued for 
self-defence, but only to members ot 
shooting clubs. (Itim)

Ugandans end civil war 


foreign news in brief 


NAIROBI (AP). - Uganda's milit- 
ary government and its guerrilla riv- 
als signed a peace treaty’ yesterday 
dividing power between them and 
proclaiming an end to a war of nearly 
five years that had split the troubled 
country in two. 

Ugandan head of state Gen. Tito 
Okelio signed for the government, 
while guerrilla commander Yoweri 
Museveni signed for the National 
Resistance Army. 

The accord calls for election “as 
soon as practicable," proposes pro- 
secution for past human-rights viola- 
tions, and declares an immediate 
cease-fire in the civil war begun by 
the NRA in early 1981. 

Officiating at the signing cere- 
mony was Kenyan President Daniel 
Arap Moi, who chaired intermittent 
peace talks between the sides start- 
ingin August. 

Moi said the accord “heralds the 
beginning of a new era of peace in 
Uganda." which has been beset by 
violence and political strife for 20 
years. 

He said last week that more than 
1.000 Ugandans bad been killed 
since the talks started. 

The accord gives the army and the 
NRA seven seats each on the ruling 
military council. A 15th seat goes to 
Okelio, who will remain council 
chairman, and five more seats are 
allocated to smaller guerrilla groups

in S. African grenade attack 


JOHANNESBURG. - A black 
woman and two children were hurt 
in a hand grenade explosion in South 
Africa's biggest black township of 
Soweto overnight as police reported 
widespread and serious unrest. 

Rioting has claimed 999 lives since 
it began in February last year. The 
latest flare-up followed a land mine 
blast on Sunday which killed six 
whites on South Africa's northern 
border with Zimbabwe.* 

Police headquarters said the gre- 
nade was thrown into a house in 
Soweto, near Johannesburg, but did 
not know the motive. 

Grenade attacks are usually made 
on people seen as collaborators with 
the white-dominated government. 

Riot police fired shots at blacks 
trying to set fire to an electricity 
substation in a township at Paari in 
Che Cape Province. Teargas was also 
fired at blacks stoning police patrols. 

In Pretoria's Soshaoguve 
township a black ambulance driver 
fired a shotgun at a crowd which 
police said was intimidating him. No 
injuries were reported. 


Following a land mine explosion 
on Sunday in the Northern Trans- 
vaal in which six whites were killed 
and for which the African National 
Congress (ANC) claimed responsi- 
bility. newspapers said the attacks 
had weakened the chances of nego- 
tiations with the ANC. 

In Pretoria, the South African 
Defence Force said its military com- 
manders on the border would shortly 
have talks with their Zimbabwean 
counterparts about the blast. 

The Presbyterian church conde- 
mned the explosion, saying: “We 
deplore the callous disrespect for 
human life which is emerging on 
both sides of the conflict in our 
country." 

Leaders of the Presbyterian 
church have joined with the hierar- 
chies of most of the main Christian 
churches in repeated denunciations 
of apartheid and have called on 
President P.W. Botha to free jaDed 
black leaders and bold constitutional 
negotiations, including with the 
ANC. (Reuter, AP) 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - Between 50 and 65 Afghan soldiers waiting to be 
airlifted to combat positions were killed and many others wounded in a 
guerrilla bomb attack last week at Kabul Airport, western sources said 
yesterday. 

. Western diplomatic sources also said 40 Soviet soldiers were killed and at 
least fonr advisers taken prisoner by the Islamic guerrillas fighting the 
government and an estimated 115,000 Soviet troops in early December. 

The sources said yesterday a bomb at Kabul Airport on December 8. had 
been planted among Afghan army units waiting to be sent to western 
Af ghanis tan. Hie sources said at least 50 died and the toll may have been as 
high as 65. 

Belguun’s top terrorist suspect is captured 

BRUSSELS (AP). - Police on Monday arrested the leading suspect in the 
wave of terrorist violence that has struck Belgium over the past 14 months in a 
hamburger restaurant. Minister of Justice Jean Gol announced. 

Two other men and a woman were arrested with Pierre Carette. a 
33-year-old printer and son of a state criminal investigation agent. He is 
accused of exploding a bomb at a Brussels bank oh November 4 and then 
attempting to kill a guard and of conspiracy. 

He is suspected of having links with the Fighting Communist Cells, which 
has claimed responsibility for 29 bombings since October 2, 1984, police have 
said.

Bonner enters hospital for hearf test 


NEWTON, Massachusetts- (AP). - 
Soviet dissident Yelena Bonner and 
her family did some holiday shop- 
ping, relaxed and exchanged 
memories about their seven years of 
forced separation as they prepared 
for her brief hospital stay for a heart 
examination. 

Bonner, wife of Nobel Peace 
Prize-winner Andrei Sakharov, was 
to enter Massachusetts General 
Hospital yesterday afternoon after 
meeting with Gov. Michael Duka- 
kis. 

The governor’s spokesman said 
Bonner requested the private meet- 
ing to thank Dukakis for his “con- 


tinuing efforts to speak out forliu- 
man rights in the Soviet Union.” 

Bonner, 62. was exiled to the 
Soviet city of Gorky in 1984 for 
unspecified “crimes against the 
state." She was granted a three- 
month visa to leave the Soviet Union 
for medical care. 

Today Bonner wifi uodergo a 
coronary catheterization, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

The routine. 90-minute test shows 
whether the heart's arteries are 
blocked and whether surgery is 
needed, he said. 

The results of the examination 
should be known by late today.

WASHINGTON. - President 
Dwight Eisenhower's military plan- 
ners envisioned the use of atomic 
weapons in 1955 to help stop an 
anticipated communist invasion of 
South Vietnam, according to gov- 
ernment documents published Mon- 
day. 

“Use of atomic weapons should 
result in a considerable reduction in 
friendly casualties and in more rapid 
cessation of hostilities,” the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff concluded in a 
September 9. 1955 study commis-- 
sioned by the National Security 
Council. 

“No prohibitions should be im- 
posed on the use of atomic weapons, 
or on other military operations, to 
the extent of precluding effective 
military reaction as the situation de- 
velops,” the study said. 

“If atomic weapons were not 
used, greater forces than the U.S. 
would be justified in providing, 
would therefore be needed." 

The joint chiefs memo, oewiy de- 
classified, was published Monday by 
the State Department in the latest 
volume of its foreign Relations of 
the United States series. 

The memo concluded that 30,000 
to 60,000 U.S. troops, backed by sea 
and air forces, would be needed to

ACTION. . . AND REACTION 


MILITARY rather than diplomatic 
considerations seem to be dominat- 
ing Israeli defence policy of late. 
This was dramatically illustrated by 
the decision on November 19 to 
shoot down two Syrian Mig-23 fight- 
ers oyer Syrian soil, where tactical 
considerations prevailed over 
strategic ones. 

It was also illustrated in the deci- 
sion to bomb PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia two months ago, where the 
effect on Israel's foreign policy in- 


terests were subordinated to tactical 
benefits in the war on terror; and in 
the Pollard affair, where security 
interests prevailed over those per- 
taining to Israeli- American rela- 


tions. 

In retrospect, the Syrian Mig inci- 
dent (which has now boiled up into a 
major missile crisis that could 
possibly escalate into something 
neither side wants) seems to 
have been based either on a miscal- 
culation of Syrian reaction, or on 
indifference to the wider repercus- 
sions of the decision to shoot down 
the fighters. 

For some time the Syrians had 
been reacting with increased bold- 
ness to Israeli aerial reconnaissance 
over eastern and northern Lebanon. 
O.C. Air Force Aluf Amos Lapidot 
admitted in recent interviews that on 
several occasions Israel reconnaiss- 
ance aircraft were forced to abort 
their 'missions. By mid-November, 
the Syrians had dearly decided to 
embark on a battle of wills over the 
Beka'a and to challenge Israeli free- 
dom over Lebanese sides, and Israel 
clearly had to react to the threat. 

Unhindered aerial reconnaissance 
over Lebanon was one of the pillars 
of Israeli defence policy for the 
northern frontier after the withdraw- 
al of the IDF from Lebanon in June, 
and could not be discarded because 
of Syrian pressure. Just as it was 
necessary to fight Syrian challenges 
to the hegemony and stability of the 
South Lebanese Army, and Syrian- 


inspired terrorist infiltration 
attempts, so it was necessary to 
counter the threat over Lebanese 
skies. The question was how. 

THOSE responsible for articulating 
defence policy must have come to 
the conclusion that the only way to 
deal with the threat was to meet it 
head-on; an aerial extension, of 
sorts, of the iron-fist policy on the 
ground. They must also have sur- 
mised that, given a warning that 
Israel retains total air superiority, 
the Syrians would accept the down- 
ing of their aircraft gracefully and 
would not want to risk escalation 
over the relatively tangential issue of 
covert Israeli reconnaissance patrols 
over Lebanon. 

We now know that they surmised 
incorrectly. The Syrians responded 
by almost immediately injecting 
mobile Sam-6 and Sam-8 batteries 
into Lebanon, and by simultaneous- 
ly moving long-range Sam -2 batter- 
ies into pre-prepared positions along 
the Syrian-Lebanese border, effec- 
tively covering from the ground the 
contested air space over Lebanon. 

It is not dear whether it was 
diplomacy or the fact that Israel 
discovered the presence of the Sam 
batteries in Lebanon, thus nullifying 
their effectiveness,' that led to the 


Syrian decision to withdraw them in 
the first week of December. What is 
clear, however, is that diplomacy 
failed to get the Syrians to withdraw 
their Sam-2 batteries from the bor- 
der, even though they could have 
done so with no-one knowing about 
it. and thus without loss of face. 

The Syrians were obviously not 
interested in a diplomatic resolution.. 
■For reasons that were apparently 
either not taken into account or 
ignored by Israeli policy planners 
when the Migs were shot down, the 
Syrians have chosen confrontation; 
to call our bluff. 

AT RISK is more than just Israel's 
ability to patrol the skies of Leba- 
non. This current period of escala- 
tion comes at a time when King 
Hussein of Jordan, supposedly on 
the eve of a major breakthrough in a 
peace process with Israel, is planning 
a summit with President Hafez 
Assad. One can suppose that a deci- 
sion to attack the missiles in order to 
negate the threat would force Hus- 
sein (or give him the excuse) to 
freeze the developing dialogue with 
Israel. This in turn would place ex- 
treme stress on Israel's already 
strained relations - due to the Pol- 
lard affair- with the U.S. 

The incident could probably end 


here - as both Prime Minister Peres 
and Defence Minister Rabin have 
said they Would like it to - if the 
Syrians do not use their missiles, or if 
Israel stops patrolling over Leba- 


non, and abandons the option of 
striking terror bases there. Neither 
■ scenario seems probable in the long 
term. 

One supposes that there are tech- 
nical operational methods, albeit 
costly, of dealing with the Sam-2 
threat. The question is, however, 
whether Israel will choose this op- 
tion, or whether brawn will continue 
to prevail over wider policy consid- 
erations, as it seems to have done 
until now.

THE END of this week, 
promise the Liberal Party's various 
leaders, will be a fateful time in the 
amazing annals of their party. By the 
weekend we will all. presumably, 
know whether the Liberal Party has 
managed to extort the merger terms 
it demands of Herat, or whether it 
will finally surprise us all and carry' 
out its off-sounded threat to go it 
alone. 

At mid-week, on the eve of the 
December 20 Liberal deadline, both 
possibilities seem improbable. But 
then the "Liberal Wonderland" nev- 
er ceases to astonish or amuse poli- 
tical observers. For more than two 
decades the party was one of the 
most amazing products of political 
alchemy, possible, perhaps, only in 
Israel. It still tirelessly continues to 
amaze. 

f . It remains a unique example of a 
■*; party with hardly any voters, but 
. with all too many elected representa- 
tives. There are not even many 
Liberals who would claim that their 
party has anywhere near the support 
needed to elect the 12 MKs it now 
has. The fact that the Liberal Party 
sorely lacks both an ideology and a 
constituency is the basic anomaly or 
wonder of the Liberal phenomenon. 
. and the source of-its members antics 
and curious twists of policy. 

To cut a very- long, perplexing 
story short, the Liberals, afterspurn- 
ing Herat’s pleas for a merger since 
1965, are now in a frantic rush to fuse 
‘-all Likud components. But Herat. 



which for years had supplied the 
voters who elected all those squab- 
bling and intriguing Liberals to high 
office, is in no hurry to pay the 
exorbitant price the Liberals de- 
mand. 

Herat, after all. has just finished 
handing over nine per cent of its 
central committee to the small Likud 
La'am faction. It is also aware that 
the anti-merger forces in the Liberal 
Party are about to split off. making 
the potential Liberal contingent 
theoretically smaller. Quite natural- 
ly, the Herat party activists are not 
eager to see others reaping the fruits 
of their labours, while their -own 
representation in their own party is 

cut. 

But a draff merger agreement, 
which the Liberals approved and 
which no Herat forum had ever 
seriously deliberated or ratified, 
promises the Liberals a whopping 36 
per cent chunk of all united Likud 
forums. In Herat this is seen as 
handing more than a third of their 
party over to an aggregate of indi- 
viduals, each with his own private 
vested interests, who are referred to 
collectively as the liberal Party. In 
the eyes of Herat party workers, 
even the Liberals' real estate and 
financial assets are not worth giving

up a third of their party for. 

The merger now, from Herat's 
point of view, is one headache it can 
do without. Herat is still reeling 
from Menachem Begin s departure. 
His would-be successors, jousting as 
they are for position, hardly need an 
erratic new element in their midst 
further to disrupt the very delicate 
balance of forces. Liberal leader 
Yitzhak Moda'i has already 
announced that he plans to join 
Messrs. Shamir, Levy, Sharon and 
Arens in the race for the Likud 
leadership. He and fellow Liberals 
may be tolerated at a more conve- 
nient time on the Herat calendar, 
but surely not on the eve of the 
February party convention, which 
some in Herat wish would never take 
place anyway. 

BESIDES all of these stresses and 
strains, Herat nerves are getting 
more and more taut as the date of 
rotation approaches. It is well real- 
ized in Herat that instead of taking 
over the Prime Minister’s Office, 
they may soon be thrown into early 
elections.

The Liberal alacrity for Likud uni- 
fication may indeed stem precisely 
from the pressures to which Herat is : 
subject just now. As the Liberals see 
it, a golden opportunity such as this 
may never reappear. Once the rota- 
tion agreement is implemented, or 
once early elections are scheduled. 


the Liberals would have much less 
leverage over Herat. Just now Herat 
is at its most vulnerable,' and with a 
problematic convention in the offing 
as well, it can ill-afford any disturb- 
ance that may upset the apple cart. 

The Liberals have been un- 
ashamedly and vociferously thre- 
atening to do just that. The smallest 
stick which they hold over Herat is 
the threat that, if there is no action 
by their December 20 deadline, they 
will never again renew the merger 
bid. Their biggest stick so far is a 
threat to split the Likud Knesset 
faction, and possibly take the 12 
Liberal Mks across 'Knesset lines. 
This, presumably, would make rota- 
tion highly unlikely. 

So far, Herat leaders appear un- 
impressed and bent on calling the 
•Liberal bluff. They maintain that the 
last thing the Liberals can afford to 
•do is to leave the Likud. AboveraU 
else, the Liberals 'are consummate 
politicians and they would surely hot 
want to get caught without a political 
roof over their heads when elections 
might be called. 

They, after all, have no voters of 


their own to re-elect them, and 
Labour, with its own contingent of 
political freeloaders, can hardly 
afford so many more of the same. 
The Liberals will bargain nasty and 
hard, but will not jeopardize their 
political futures, it is asserted in 
Herat. 

But for all their bravado, Herat's 
strategists have often been outmane- 
uvered by the Liberals. On the eve of 
the 1984 .-elections, for example, . 
Herat loudly proclaimed its inten- 
tion to cut the Liberals down to their 
diminuitive natural size. All that 
came out of that boast was that the. 
Liberal representation on tbe Likud 
list of Knesset candidates was trim- 
med by a mere two. 

THE bask factor in the Herat side 
of tbe story is an irrational fear to 
tamper with the status quo in the 
Likud. This perhaps goes back to the 
days in which, according to popular 
political lore, the Liberals saved 
Herikt from political ostracism. 

The December 20 deadline was 
fixed last June 20 by a special session 
of the Liberal convention. The 
* Liberal leaders profess to fear total 
loss of control and chaos in their 
party, if they should seek an exten- 
sion to contract a merger with Herat 


after that fateful day. The Herat 
reply is that, if there is anything the 
liberals are unequalled at, it is at 
pulling rabbits out of tbeir bats. 

If the Liberal leaders wish to se- 
cure their political futures after this 
.weekend - which they will presum- 
ably wish to do - it will not be 
impossible for them to get their 
convention’s blessing. 

Then, the Herat scenario says, 
after tbe Herat convention is conve- 
niently out of the way, and rotation 
and/or early elections are nearer, 
merger negotiations will resume. 
Tbe likelihood is that the Liberals 
wall emerge with a somewhat thinner 
slice of the Likud cake than they are 
after, but not dramatically so. The 
Herat bet is that the Liberals will not 
venture out of the sweet safety of the 
Likud haveu. 

The trouble with this assessment. 
Liberal sources explained to The 
Jerusalem Post, is that it is too logic- 
al. Developments in the Liberal Par- 
ty more often than not defy logic. 

“The Liberal leadership is often 
unpredictable. Besides,* who can 
guarantee that the party leadership 
and the supporters of the merger 
with Herat will be tbe ones to pull 
the proverbial rabbit out of their hat. 
Perhaps-tbe-ones to da so will be 
merger opponents, who plan to set 
up a new centrist party next month. 
Tbere is no telling where the liberal 
rabbits might pop up if left to their 
own devices," warns the liberal in- 
sider.

with an English version of the nightly 
Mabat TV newsreel at very little 
cost. Israel Radio can provide a 
simultaneous translation of the tele- 
vision news as it appears on the 
screen. 

Network One now gives the 
radio's news in English from 8 to 
8.15 p.m. This could be extended to 
half an hour and shifted to 9-930. A 
simultaneous translator would watch 
the TV news and listen through 
earphones, broadcasting the transla- 
tion over the radio in English. There 
are dozens of skilled experienced 


simultaneous translators in Jeru-' 
salem who could handle the job. 

This arrangement would not be 
quite as satisfactory as a special 
made-in-Euglish news bulletin, but 
it would give almost as much in- 
formation. It would cost only a small 
fraction of the time and money 
needed to produce a special edition, 
since there would be no need to pay 
native English-speaking announ- 
cers, commentators or video editors, 
and it would save half an hopr of 
valuable TV time. 

If a few minutes could be added 
for “sponsorship,” the scheme could 
pay for itself, or the Ministry of 
Tourism and the Hotels Association 
could subsidize it.

World Bank ready to cut| 
interest to poor nations

WASHINGTON (AP). - A cut in 
the interest rate charged to poor 
countries by the World Bank will go 
into effect on January 1, a bank 
official said recently. 

He estimated that the rate, now 
S. 82 per cent a year, may go down to 
8.6 per cent. The official insisted on 
anonymity saying that the size of the 
redaction has not yet been officially 
set. 


The bank’s treasurer, Eugene 
Rotberg, said this week that in the 12 
months ending next June 30, the 
rank expects to pay only about 7.5 
per cent a year for the money it

The World Bank interest rates, 
which are reviewed every six 
months, are well below what private 
banks would charge and are offered 
to countries which cannot get ordin- 
ary bank loans. 

Since the. bank started lending at 
variable rates in July 1982, each 
review has resulted in a drop from 
the first rate of 11.43 per cent set by 
the bank. 


The bank expects to have as much 
as $8 billion out on loans at variable 
rates at the end of the year. Thus a 
saving of 0.2 of l per cent would be 
worth $16 million annually to bor- 
rowing countries. 


on world markets. Such 
borrowings are its chief source of 
funds for its own loans. 

In the previous 12 months, its 
borrowing cost averaged 7.98 per 
cent a year. 

The bank is owned by 149 member 
governments, with the U.S. bolding 
the biggest block of shares. Over 100 
of the member governments are bor- 
rowers, with the poorest paying 
almost no interest at all on 50-year 
loans from the bank’s International 
Development Association. 

World Bank loans are used for 
projects to raise poor countries’ liv- 
ing standards. Some, called 
“structural adjustment" loans, go 
directly to help governments meet 
their foreign obligations. These are 
given on condition that the govern- 
ment make changes in policy de- 
signed to put it in a better financial 
position. 


Developing countries buy less, 
but sell and save more 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Develop- 
ing countries increased their sales of 
goods in 1984, held down then- 
buying and added about $15 billion 
to their reserves, according to the 
latest figures from the International 
Monetary Fund. Between 1981 and 
1983, which were bad years, tbev 
had to draw down $39.7b. of their 
reserves. 

The fund recently made available 
a yearbook with its figures for 1984 
on 123 countries. Of these, 21 - led 
by the U.S. - are listed as “industrial 
countries." The rest are called "de- 
veloping countries," although many 
have suffered a decline of their low 
living standards in recent years/ 

In 1984 the developing countries 


sold $53 5b. worth of goods, up from 
$481b. in 1983. That was an increase 
from the level before the last reces- 
sion . The biggest sales were by Saudi 
Arabia, whose exports, largely oil, 
have been dropping since 1982 but 
still reached $36.5b. last year. 

Developing countries bought only 
$487b. worth of goods, a smaller 
increase than the year before. 

The latest issue of the fund’s "IMF 
survey," dated November 25, says 
this improvement in accounts is due 
to a growth of international trade, 
reflecting the continued recovery of 
industrial economies.

TEL AVIV. - Isracard, the credit 
card owned by the Bank Hapoalim 
group, announced yesterday that it 
was willing to increase the maximum 
period of credit it offers cardholders 
from two weeks to one month. 

Businesses tied ,up with the Isra- 
card network may join the new 
scheme, but the choioe of whether to 
stick to a two-week credit system or 
switch to four, is left to each indi- 
vidual outlet.

Purchases made in 
the second half of the month will be 
debited on die 16th of the following 
month. Today accounts are debited 
on the 2nd of the month. 


Behind this initiative by the credit 
company is the recent fall in interest 
rates and the slowdown in retail 
business. 


Within the next few days it should 
become dear whether the retailing 
sector intends to take up Isracard on 
its offer or whether it would rather 
leave things as they are.

General Dynamics and

For the day. the non-bank index 
was clearly dragged down by the 
poor performance of the industrial 
and investment company sectors, 
which were joined this time by the 
real-estate group as well. 

Strangely enough, the regular 
dollar-linked bonds rose, which was 
more than the index-linked groups 
could manage, on the whole, 
although even the falls were smaller 
than those of previous days. 

In the Treasury bill sector, the two 
new issues attracted only some IS7 
billion, highlighting the shift in in- 
vestor interest away from this area in 
recent weeks.

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Syria raises the ante 

ISRAEL’S measured public reaction this week to the deploy- 
ment of Syria's long-range SAM-2s along the Syrian border with 
Lebanon, was designed to keep open political options. The 
Syrian action follows the downing on November 19 of two 
Syrian MiG-23s by Israeli fighters. 

The missiles, though in Syrian territory, put Israel on notice 
that future airforce attempts to patrol Lebanese airspace may 
be challenged not by vulnerable Syrian aircraft but by rockets. 

Lebanon, a political non-entity masquerading as a sovereign 
state, remains a source of terrorist danger, especially in its 
eastern and northern parts, and aerial surveillance is needed to 
discover - and counter in time - preparations by terrorist 
groups, aided and abetted by the Syrians, for strikes inside 
Israel. Such surveillance may now take new forms. But there is 
also a chance of confrontation, that did not exist before the 
Syrian move. 

Such a confrontation appears as only the worst-case scenario, 
the possibility of which neither side can afford to ignore. It is 
also what both Jerusalem and Damascus will presumably seek 
to avoid, and what Washington is now working to encourage 
both capitals to prevent. 

In Washington, a State Department spokesman on Monday 
voiced the administration's opposition to “any escalation of 
tensions in the region, or resort to military force." The 
spokesman disclosed that Israel and Syria had both been urged 
to “exercise restraint," so as to maintain regional stability and 
advance the cause of peace. 

A “senior official" in Jerusalem yesterday responded by 
noting the danger of military escalation through belligerent 
pronouncements by either party. The official revealed that 
Jerusalem had passed on to Damascus, through diplomatic 
channels, assurances that the November 19 incident had been 
prompted by strictly “operational considerations," and did not 
reflect any intention to alter the status quo in relations with 
Syria. This amounted to a virtual Israeli apology. 

It would have been too much to expect Damascus to 
reciprocate by even acknowledging the Israelis official's com- 
pliment that Syria had traditionally kept its word, both written 
and oral. The Syrian media did deride Israel's claim of right to 
patrol Lebanese skies, but at the same time they pointedly 
observed - presumably for the benefit of Syrians who expect a 
day of reckoning any time soon - that the “strategic balance" 
with Israel was still far from having been secured. Such 
“balance", it was added, cannot be confined to the military 
sphere, and must entail economic and educational parity as 
well. Without it, Syria would stand no chance in a contest of 
wills with its Israeli enemy. 

Israel’s defence policy makers, it may be assumed, will not 
now jump to the conclusion that Damascus is as keen on 
avoiding war as Jerusalem. But they might do worse than 
ponder their failure to place tactical military actions in a wider 
strategic, as well as political, context. 

The most obvious error of the downing of the MiGs last 
month was in feet political: it was to let that happen right on the 
eve of the Geneva summit, and supply fuel to a possible 
super-power bid for an imposed Middle East settlement; and at 
a time when it was already clear that King Hussein's peace bid, 
dependent as it now was on at least tacit consent by Syria, could 
be blown to bits by a flare-up between Syria and Israel. The 
military planners should also have kept in mind the lesson of the 
earlier Syrian ground-to-air missile deployment inside Leba- 
non , following the downing of their two helicopters over Zahle. 

Teachers of democracy 

ORTHODOX rabbinic organizations in America have during 
the past few days been pouring fire and brimstone through the 
Israel press over the head of Premier Shimon Peres for his 
alleged refusal to allow what they consider a truly democratic 
vote on the “Who is a Jew” issue. 

Do these rabbinic organizations wish the issue to be decided 
by referendum, perhaps? Not at all: they may be aware of the 
results of a recent poll which showed 60 per cent of Israelis 
oppose an amendment which would make the Law of Return 
applicable to former non-Jews only if they have been converted 
“according to halacha" as interpreted by the Orthodox rabbin- 
ate. Most Israelis, in other words, are not keen on conceding 
the Orthodox rabbinate a monopoly abroad, where it is 
contested by the majority of Jews belonging to the Conserva- 
tive and Reform movements. 

What then do these organizations want? They want Mr. 
Peres to drop his “undemocratic" insistence that all Alignment 
deputies - except Rabbi Menahem Hacohen - vote against the 
proposed amendment, if it comes to a vote: they believe that, if 
he does, the amendment will win. In years past, of course, they 
were complaining bitterly that Menachem Begin was not 
arm-twisting recalcitrant Liberal deputies so they would vote 
against their consciences on “Who is a Jew.” 

But they do not want all Knesset members to take part in this 
vote. It is shameful, they argue, for non-Jewish - Moslem, 
Druse, Christian - deputies to decide on the proper definition 
of a Jew. 

The Orthodox rabbinic authorities in America seem to need 
a lesson in democracy - at least in the Israeli brand of 
democracy. In this country, all citizens, whether Jewish or 
non-Jewish, have the franchise, and whoever has been elected 
to the Knesset has the vote in it on all issues. Some of the 
legislation considered by the Knesset touches on religious 
matters that are of interest to one or another religious 
community, whether Jewish or non-Jewish. So long as that 
legislation is introduced in the Knesset - and not, for example, 
in the Chief Rabbinate Council - it is handled according to the 
rules of parliamentary procedure. 

The Law of Return is ordinary civil legislation, and any 
amendment to it will be decided by these same rules and not 
according to halacha. 

To be sure, the American Orthodox rabbinate does not 
uniformly seek the exclusion of non-Jews from Knesset votes 
on “religious” issues. MK Zaidan Atshi (Shinui), hearing the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe’s harangue yesterday to his flock in the 
matter of non-Jews determining “Who is a Jew,” recalled the 
time when the local Habad disciples of that New York rabbi, 
who had never deigned even to come to Israel, were courting 
his support, proud Druse that he is. for the “religious” 
amendment to the Abortion Law. Goyim can be useful, at 
times, it seems. 
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A new beginning 


Gerhard Riegner considers the effects on Catholic-Jewish 
relations of Nostra Aetate, adopted by the Second 
Vatican Council two decades ago. 
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IT IS NOW 20 years since the 
Second Vatican Council adopted the 
text of Nostra A etate. Its most impor- 
tant section. Chapter IV. defines the 
relations of the Catholic Church with 
the Jewish people. There can be no 
doubt that this document marks a 
genuine turning-point after centur- 
ies of misunderstanding, enmity and 
persecution. 

Its formulation was accompanied 
by stormy debate, from the first 
negative reception in 1962 until final 
approval on October 28, 1965. As 
public attention - not least from 
Jewish circles - focused on the dra- 
ma of the document's progress, 
there was frequent speculation ab- 
out its imminent demise. But each 
time it was resuscitated. 

Looking back across 20 years, one 
must pay tribute to those who in- 
spired this new beginning. In the first 
place, to that charismatic figure. 
Pope John XXIII, whose remark on 
receiving a Jewish delegation in 
1960, “I am Joseph your brother," 
will not be forgotten. It was he who 
took the initiative and asked Cardin- 
al Bea to prepare the document. 

Cardinal Bea, whose religious 
faith was matched only by his will- 
power and patience, was the master 
architect of Nostra Aetate. During 
the Coancii, he weathered calumny 
and intrigue to pursue what he saw as 
an historic mission. Assisted by Car- 
dinal Willebrands - today president 
of the Vatican's Commission for Re- 
ligious Relations with the Jews - the 
mission succeeded. 

FROM A CLOSE reading of Nostra 
Aetate , there emerge eight main 
principles in the Church's attitude to 
the Jewish people: 

□ The Declaration stresses the spir- 
itual bond between the Church and 
the Jewish people. 

□ It acknowledges that it received 
the “Old Testament through the 
people with whom God concluded 
the Ancient Covenant." 


□ It acknowledges the Judaic roots 
of Christianity, starting with the 
Jewish origin of Jesus himself, and of 
the Virgin Mary and all the apostles. 
a It declares that God does not 
repent of the gifts He makes and the 
calls He issues, and Jews remain 
“most dear to God." , 

□ It states that what happened in the 
passion of Christ cannot be charged 
against all Jews then living, without 
distinction, nor against the Jews of 
today. 

□ It declares that the Jews are not 
rejected or accursed by God. 

□ Jt proclaims the Church’s re- 
pudiation of hatred, persecution and 
displays of anti-Semitism, at any 
time and by anyone. 

□ It fosters and recommends mutual 
understanding and respect through 
biblical and theological studies and 
fraternal dialogues.

Viewed against the classical atti- 
tudes of Christian theology towards 
the Jews, each of these statements is 
extremely significant. But the most 
important breakthrough lies in the 
last principle, that of mutual under- 
standing and respect. This definitely 
closes the era of friction and enmity, 
and replaces the 18th-century con- 
cept of mere religious tolerance with 
a new vision of reciprocity for the 
future.

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THE FASSBINDER AFFAIR

Sir, - I refer to Wladimir Stni- 
minski’s article of November 15, "A 
relationship in transition.” I am 
astonished that it was written by a 
“Bonn correspondent,” since this 
should imply that the writer reports 
without bias as many objective and 
provable facts as possible. 

In commenting on the Fassbinder 
play affair, Struminsld writes: “It is 
not only the Left that is scorning the 
Jews.” It is true that the Left mostly 
supported the argument in favour of 
freedom of artistic expression. To 
substantiate his argument in favour 
of support on the other side of the 
political spectrum, your correspon- 
dent quotes the Duesseldorf Rh einis- 
che Post, although he must know 
that this paper has no significant 
influence in political matters. 

Struminski does not report that 
the conservative and liberal German 
press was almost unanimous in its 
strong opposition to a lousy play 
which only attracts publicity because 
of its author and, more important, its 
distorting portrait of a Jewish specu- 
lator. This applies to Der Spiegel 
(whose editor is no philo-Semite), to 
Die Zeit (where Countess Marion 
Donhoff wrote against producing 
the play though chief editor Theo 


Sommer reluctantly supported its 
production for the sake of freedom 
of expression), to the Suddeutsche 
Zeitung (in an editorial), and of 
course, the Springer press (where 
almost every writer of some import- 
ance objected to the play). 

As to the Frankfurter AUgemeine 
Zeitung , it was their Joachim Fest 
who first, in the Seventies, provoked 
second thoughts on the part of the 
publishers of the book. They re- 
moved it from the market and it was 
only reissued by a leftist publisher a 
long time later. 

As to the city of Frankfurt, gov- 
erned by the conservatives, it made 
every possible effort to obstruct the 
staging of the Fassbinder play. 

There was also very outspoken 
protest on the part of the small 
Liberal party in Frankfurt and furth- 
ermore, some members of the 
Socialist party strongly opposed the 
play and initiated public demonstra- 
tionsagainstit. 

All this does not sound like “pri- 
vate'’ or “off the record sympathy,' 
and omission of these facts can only 
be detrimental to German-Isrseli 
understanding.

Having made aliya at the age of 5S 
after many years of working in 
marketing and selling (both as a 
“bag shlepper" and sales manager), I 
was appalled (and still am) at the 
lack of willingness to sell in my new 
country. The malaise which Mr. Gill 
so rightly criticizes and which I agree 
could cause our downfall, starts in 
the streets. 

Whereas in England and, I am 
sure, in Europe and the U-S., Jews 
are noted for their aggressive sales 
ability on all Levels, from the market 
trader (street) to the sales directors 
of companies, 1 have been more than 
upset by a complete lack of will to 
sell here in Israel. Have we lost our 
selling abilities, or our competitive- 
ness because we no longer have to 
compete with non-Jews in rite Di- 
aspora? Do we think we can go on in 
a totally complacent manner, disre- 
garding the future? Are we still liv- 
ing in the post-67 euphoria? 

I went ro four car showrooms, and 
not one tried to sell me a car. My 
friend and I went to a household 
goods shop and said we were inquir- 
ing about a refrigerator, cooker, 
heater, washing machine and televi- 


iiems. coming to a lot of money. You 
would think we had inquired about a 
"battery for a torch. The face was 
blank, the response was negative, 
the answer to a reference to a bulk- 
purchase discount was one of com- 
plete disinterest. 

In any other country. I am sure the 
boss would have locked the door to 
make sure we could not get out, and 
no one else should come in to disturb 
us. Not only did this not happen, but 
rhe moment another person came 
into the shop, the boss turned away 
from us and started speaking to him. 
When we said, “What about dealing 
with us first,” he said, “I have a 
business to run and I have to see to 
everybody. " What a joke! And what a 
tragedy that, as a result, we bought 
only the emergency items and im- 
ported the rest from England. 

Yes, Mr. GUI, I agree that* the 
Sabra thinks he is right and the 
customer wrong, but the worst part 
of Ihe problem is that the immigrant 
is being influenced in the same way 
of thinking. Until we learn that the 
customer is at least entitled to the 
consideration that he might just be 
right, and until we learn that success- 
ful selling starts with goodwill, goes 
through the process of effort and 
aggression and ends with service, I 
despair for the future of business in 
rav country.

dons, Nostra Aetate has triggered a 
whole series of subsequent state- 
ments at the papal and diocesan 
level. These have not been without 
crises and confrontations - a sure 
indicator of how seriously both 
Christians and Jews relate to the 
milestone document.. 

The culmination of this post- 
conciliar activity was the publication 
of Guidelines and Suggestions for the 
implementation of Nostra Aetate. 
Promulgated by the Vatican Com- - 
mission for Religions Relations with 
the Jews, the Guidelines propose a 
programme of action, in dialogue, 
liturgy, education and joint social 
activities. From the point of view of 
doctrine, there is a new accent cm the 
need to accept Jewish self- 
understanding, and to perceive the 
living continuity of Jewish tradition. 

THE COMBINED impact of Nostra 
Aetate and the Guidelines was pro- 
found. National and local Church 
authorities issued statements based 
on the two texts, and some even 
went further, dealing with aspects 
that had been deliberately over- 
looked by the central Chinch au- 
thorities, such as the relationship 
with the Land and State of Israel. 
Statements have been published in 
the United States. Europe and South 
America, so that the teaching of 
Nostra Aetate is penetrating, step by 
step, all parts of the universal 
Church. 

An outstanding contribution to 
the momentum of this dialogue has 
come from Pope John Paul II. In 
speeches delivered in Mainz and 
Rome, in 1980 and 1982, the pontiff 
made reference to persecution of the 
Jews in the course of history, attri- 
buting the phenomenon, in part, to 
“a false religious vision of the Jewish 
people." He called, for a new rela- 
tionship based on the full identity of 
each community, characterized by 
comprehension and mutual esteem. 
He also insisted that an objective 
image of Jews and Judaism, free 
frpm prejudice and offence, be in- 
troduced in religious instruction at 
all levels. 

Certainly there has been great 
progress on the second matter. Jew- • 
ish religion and history now feature 
in the curriculum of many Catholic 
seminaries and universities. 

With regard to the elaboration of a 
new doctrine on the Jews, a remark- 
able contribution has come from 
eminent Catholic theologians such, 
as Professors Franz Mussner and 
Clemens Thoma. Their reflection 
has accompanied and helped pre- 
pare the ground for the dissemina- 
tion of the teaching of Nostra Aetate. 

THERE CAN BE no doubt that the 
Vatican statement has stimulated 
thinking and theological research in 
Christian circles far beyond the 
Catholic Church. The fact that today 
we have relations and meetings with, 
for example, the Orthodox, the 
Anglicans, Che Lutherans and the 
World Council of Churches, is in no 
small measure due to the initiative 
taken by Vatican Council II. 

In the wake of Nostra Aetate, new 
organizational frameworks were set 
up to deal moire specifically with 
issues relating to dialogue. In re- 
sponse to requests from Jewish cir- 
cles, Cardinal Bea designated a 
separate Office for Catholic-Jewish 
Relations. Until then, matters relat- 
ing to the Jewish community bad 
been bandied by the Secretariat for 
promoting Christian Unity. 

In 1969, after an encouraging au- 
dience with Pope Paul VI,' the World 
Jewish Congress, together with the 
Synagogue Council of America, 
proposed a more permanent 
framework for reciprocal discussion. 
The following year, a delegation 
from the Holy See and representa- 
tives of world Jewry - in the newly- 
formed International Jewish Com- 
mittee on In tenebrous Consulta- 
tions (UCIQ - met in Rome in the 
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first encounter of its kind. One of its 
fruits was the formation of the Inter- 
national Catholic-Jewish Liaison 
Committee. 

The Liaison Committee has since 
held II sessions in European rides 
and in Jerusalem. The topics discus- 
sed have ranged from Christian and 
Jewish perspectives on people, na- 
tion and land and on the concept of 
Ti n-man rights, to religious freedom 
and the sanctity of life. . 

Between sessions, LICICTs repre- 
sentatives in Rome main tain contact 
with the Holy See, notably through 
its partner in the Liaison Commit- 
tee, the special Vatican Commission 
for Religious Relations with the 
Jews, which was set up in 1974 under 
Cardinal Willebrands. This arrange- 
ment has made it possible for UCIC 
to raise major questions of Jewish 
concern with the political authorities 
of the Vatican. 

AT THE 1976 session of the Liaison 
Committee, in which debate centred 
on the progress made during the first 
JO years of Nostra Aetate , the Jewish 
delegation called attention to three 
problematic areas. In all three there 
have been positive developments. 

The first was the Christian concept 
of mission, which Jewish communi- 
ties found offensive. In a paper pre- 
pared by Professor Tommaso Feder- 
id in 1977, prose lytism was roundly 
and unequivocally condemned. Its 
arguments have since been reprinted 
in reputed Catholic publications. 

The second stumbling-block has 
been the Church authorities’ diffi- 
dence in acknowledging the painful 
chapters of our common history. As 
mentioned. Pope John Paul U has 
condemned the false perception of 
the Jewish people and its persecu- 
tion across the ages. 

The third area of sensitivity con- 
cerns Israel, and the particular bond 
between the Jewish community and 
the Land of Israel as an essential trait 
of Jewish self-understanding. The 
Vatican's position on this is still far 
from ours. But there has been prog- 
ress. 

In an apostolic letter on the City of 
Jerusalem in 1984, Pope John Paul II 
acknowledges Jewish veneration for 
the city of David and Solomon as 
“the sign of their nation... For the 
Jewish people who live in the State 
of Israel” arid preserve their heritage 
there, he affirms, “we must ask for 
the desired security. . .that is the pre- 
rogative of every nation." 

The recent “Notes" published by 
the Commission for Religious Rela- 
tions with the Jews is the first Vati- 
can document to mention the State 
of Israel. If the text has prompted 
critical remarks in Jewish circles, it is - 
above all because the statements 
raise in the Jewish mind some very 
deep-seated questions. The answers 
can come only from the Catholic 
side, not least regarding the issue of 
the unbroken validity of the “Old" 
Covenant, whose central point was 
the promise of the land.

It is also woEftr 
notjng that the veneration of two ’ 
alleged victims in blood-libel 
legends has been banned. In a Bum- 
ber of countries, religious textbooks 
are being revised, a process that will, 
it is hoped, be encouraged by the 
recent “Notes.” 

Finally, with regard to the call in 
the Guidelines for joint social action, 
the challenge has yet to be mer. 

There is conspicuously little re- 
sponse on the international level, 
although Catholic and Jewish repre- 
sentatives cooperated in the final 
draft of the 1981 UN declaration 
against intolerance and discrimina- 
tion based on religion or belief. In 
some countries, however, especially 
the U.S., joint Catholic-Jewish pro- 
jects are primarily of a humanitarian 
nature. 

Twenty years after Nostra Aetate, 

■ what of the future? I believe that the 
developments we have witnessed are 
irreversible. Earlier this year. Pope 
John Paul II declared that “the rela- 
tionships between Jews and Christ- 
ians have radically improved in these 
years... There is. above ail, have 
between us [which] involves under- 
standing..- frankness and the free- 
dom to disagree." 

These words are most reassuring. 

I do not accept the view that dia- 
logue has reached its theological 
limit; rather, given the vast scope for 
reflection, and the flux of political 
realities, there is still a long way 10 . 
go. ’ 

The challenges that lie en route are 
very evident. In the first place, 
Jewish-Chrisrian relations is an issue 
that must be disseminated more 
widely to the general public. And 
where there arepockets of resistance 
in Jewish and Catholic circles, we 
must jointly consider how to allay 
fears and suspicions. 

We should also be clear-sighted 
about the contemporaryktangen of 
religious extremism and unite to 
combat these tendencies. There are 
still large areas for conceptual clar- 
ifications and theological reflection 
for which it may be helpful to create 
appropriate forums. There is con- 
siderable scope for cooperation and 
common action in the service of 
justice and peace. 

The difficulties are very real, bui 
from past experience we know that 
patience, frankness and faith have 
helped us through crises.
